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Bars, restaurants told to close 


Gov’s order through March 30; carry-out, delivery still OK

LANSING - Michigan bars and restaurants, 
as well as gyms, spas, theaters and other public 
spaces, were ordered closed starting at 3 p.m. 


Monday, except for restaurant delivery and 
carry-out services, because of the coronavirus 
pandemic, the governor’s office announced. 

The executive order from Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer is effective through March 30. 

It applies to: 

I Restaurants, cafes, coffee houses, bars, 


taverns, brewpubs, distilleries and clubs 


I Movie theaters 
I Indoor and outdoor performance venues 


I Stand-alone barbershops or hair salons 
I Child care facilities 


i Pharmacies, drugstores, providers of 


i Gymnasiums, fitness centers, recreation medical equipment and supplies, health care 


centers, indoor sports facilities, indoor exer- 


cise facilities, exercise studios and spas 
I Casinos 
The order does not apply to: 
I Office buildings 


I Grocery stores, markets and food pantries 


facilities and residential care facilities 


I Gas stations and convenience stores 
I Juvenile justice facilities 
I Warehouse and distribution centers, and

In Motor City, a new 
kind of drive-thru 


Curbside coronavirus testing enables efficiency in diagnosis

A winding line of cars, masked hospital 
personnel and long swabs gave a glimpse into 
drive-thru coronavirus testing in Monday, 
just hours before an additional case brought 
the state’s total to 54. 

The Beaumont Health system has tested 
hundreds of people for the novel coronavirus 
at its curbside screening sites. Some tests are 
pending, system officials say. As of a media 
briefing Monday afternoon, four had tested

A resident at a senior independent living 
community in West Bloomfield is hospital- 
ized after testing positive for the coronavirus. 

The resident is from the All Seasons West 
Bloomfield community and is receiving care 
off-site, according to a news release from Bez- 
tak Properties, which manages the property. 
The company said it was made aware of a sin- 
gle positive coronavirus test Sunday night. 

The age of the resident or how long the res- 
ident has lived at the community is not being 
released, said Danette Stenta, senior vice 
president of marketing for Beztak Properties. 
She said company officials are working “very 
closely” with the Oakland County Health Di- 
vision. 

Senior citizens are a particularly high-risk 
demographic for the coronavirus, health offi- 
cials have said. Nursing homes, assisted liv- 
ing and long-term care facilities in Michigan 
have been implementing no-visitor policies
